an enormous 
overproduotion of tilver; so great that 
it has rendered that iiictal so cheap 
that it i« no longer o precious metal. 
The fiMst ii that by reaion jf the com- 
bined efforts of the moneyed powers, 
they have caused the (ieiiiaiid for sil- 
var to be checked, au'^ its value to be 
mcaiured in gold, consequently it has 
dei'liiied ill prii;e; not, however, to 
such an extent as to put it out of the 
rank of preoioat metala. 

Af^ain, when it is conceded that the 
auuuut of silver in the world iiviiiU- 
aUa aa mone? Uaow 12 58 per capita 
and the amount of gold s) nv.iilable 
is $2 5') per c.ii)ila, it tv rtrtinly ap- 
paara thiit tiicre iu room for a luuch 
greater production and silvci sti 1 be 
a Very precious metal. The amounts 
of the two nietHl:^ per capita are 
shown by U. S. Ooverameut etatit- 
tics, and in view of the attitude of 
this adininiiitration, and all the others 
•ince 1873, on the question, the gold 
atandard men will no doubt admit 

thtir accur.icy. 

It b true that these statifetici fur- 
ther show that the United Htatee in 
producin;; more silver bullion than il 
ever did, or was until yery recently. 
But the balance of the world is pro 
duciii^ Muu'li lt'r;4 than ever b 'foro. 
We produce two thinU of the silver 
output of the world. The result is, 
tliHt while we are 'producing the bulk 
of tlif w(jrM's silver, the K'lropean 
countriea are valueing our silver and 
t iking it from ui at their own price. 
The report of the direct or of the mint 
•howj that since l '* )0 the world has 
produced les4 silver than gold, while 
daring the fifty yean jutt before that 
tini;, ih.: worM prcdttoad tliraa-tourtbe 
mure silver than gold. 

The most convincing atatement of 
the ifhitivt' .fiintitiert of the two nie- 
inh 's t ikeii iriiiu atible onipiled by 
Mr. Manhail, the Lmdon etatistician 
rocogiiized the world over as authori- 
ty. The table gives the «|uautity ol 
gold awl silver of thb world, both 
coined afid uiuviined, at six per.o(U. 
Il fhows that in lliDt) there were 27 
tona of ijilver to 1 ton of gold, lu 
1700 ;)4 tons of silver to 1 of gold; in 
184S 31 tons of silver to 1 i>r gold; in 
1880 18 tons of silver to 1 of gold; in 
1890 18 tons of silver to 1 of gold. 

Bo instead of their being an over- 
production of silver it baa io laalUy 
baoume lesi plentiful. 

Notwithstanding these variations iu 
production ui the two metal.n, the 
rates betweea tuem, fixed by law, re- 
mained UQullooted. Daring a long 
period <jf yediri prectding 1><7.'!, almost 
every kind of disturbance that uouhl 
by any possibility have interfered 
with the relative value of gold and 
silver, occurred iu the monetary world 
BtlU throughout It all tha ralatlva val- 
ttOOftbatvr) stood practically uu- 
ehangad. The ratio of lU to 1 exist- 
ad duriog a lung period when silver 
was annually produced to three or 
four times the value of gold, and du- 
ring another long period wheu gold 
ma anoaally produced to three or 
lour tlmei the value of silver, and 
yet during all these convuUions the 
tia between gold and lilvar was not 
broken, and scarcely shakan. 

Quid bugii s>metimeH argue that 
tba relative value between gold and 
allver it fixed and regulated by cus- 
tom and commerce, and that all laws 
h^r^tol(L>{^ .attempting to establish a 
legal' Mtio have baan a nullity and 
mere surplusage; that the unwritten 
laws of custom, trade, and commesce 
•M inaiofabla, sad were uoaffcoted 
by any legal enactments bearing upon 
tbeae relative values. It such be tue 
eaia, upon what grounds cau they 
object to a repeal of the preseut law, 
fixing the ratio aud stanaard of , value 
nnd a re euautment of our former 
coinage law? Upon their reasoning, 
■uch a change of laws would certainly 
' be harmless. No one, however, can 
diaprova, wi^ any pratansa to logic, 
or facta, tha^a adverae legislation 
since 1K73 has caused the gr<idujl de- 
cline of lilver. On the contrary, ev- 
try fact baaring upon tha question 
verifies this, and shows beyond doubt 
thia adverse legislation on ailver ia 
annaa of ita iMtna. Tkia balag 
true, would not a repeal ot this legis- 
lation restore silver to its former posi- 
tion, tha controlling medium of mon- 



we have a "single standard" and that 
wassi. ver, but permitting gold to be 
coined and ciiculate In avarr respect 
on an e(|ual baais and fboting with 
si'ver. None conversant with the 
question advocate a double standard, 
but simply a change of atandard flrom 
gold to silver, aud coinage and circu- 
lation of the two rnetah without dis- 
crimination againet ei i her. 

Another gold bii;? "!<lo;;an" i-: "we 
niUKt have a stable aud tixed bluudard 
or measure of values, and this can 
only he astiucd by the ])resent law ma- 
king gold aloiiL' our primary money, 
money of redemptim, aud forcing all 
values to be measured by it. 

Hilver men agree that we should 
have as near au ]> )8ail>lu a stable mea- 
sure of values, and are striving earn- 
estly to attain that desired condition 
of uffairs, but they ileny that this 
status can be reached or eveu approa- 
ched by tha uaa of gold alona as a 
measure of valaaa, and our only pri- 
mary money. 

In the first place it ahould be un- 
derstood that an alMoIuti ly stable mca 
sure of values m an impoiiaibilily. The 
experieuoc of agea teaches that the 

only iiraclii aMf and faervicealile mea- 
sure ol' values, is a maaaure which ot 
itselt is valuable, that it, auch a medi- 
um which, if the govarnmant coining 
It should collapse, or it should ever 
ceabC to be used as a money material, 
would still have a value attached to 
it. This being the ucctptcd notion as 
to the qualities this nu'diiiMi p1jou1<i 
possess, and gold aud silver each com- 
ing u)) to the requirements, they were 
both used lor that puipose, mediums 
of exchange for measuring values the 
world over till 1878. Since then gold 
alone has been the measure id' values, 
but before values were measured by 
the combined qaalitiaa of both me- 
tals. 

As l<efi>re stated, it is impossible to 
have an absolutely otubla maaaure ot 
values, becau-e the money metuls 
have values of th<.Mr o.vu, aud any 
thing having value, aud for which 
a demand exists, u subject to fluctua- 
tion, and though tha metals when 
coiueil ceased to be commodities, yet 
the value of the same even wheu 
coined, is regulated by the value of 
I'uinm idities by siipply md dt nianil. 
It follows that having adopted metals 
tor measures of value, potsesaing val- 
ues puciiiiarly tlu'ir own, and th.it all 
these values are regulated by the laws 
of supply aud demand, thtn tha value 
(d' these inetald is likely to appreciate 
or depreciate )Ubt us commodities do, 
aud therefore this character of meas 
ure of values cannot be a fixed aud 
never ciianniiig staud-.ird. While we 
can not have a staudard absolutely 
stable, yet it should 'ie the aim aud 
purpose ot enlightened statesmen to 
establish a atandr^d or measure as 
nearly permauaut as possible; for cer- 
tainly the more itable a maaaure a 
country establishes, just iu that jtro- 
portion will its materiilg proraaa be 
advanced, piovidlng of eouraa that 
tha quantity of tha mstala aoapoalag 
this measure is sufficient. 

The queation therefore to be aettleU 
is, which will aflbrd the most stable 

and permanent measure of valu»s, 
gold alone, or gold and ailver combi- 
nedf The aum total of our atock of 
gold aud silver is about twice the val- 
ue ot our stock of gold alone; that is, 
add to'our atock of gold, wbicb ianow 
our only primary money, or money of 
redemption, our stock of silver, and 
tha valua of tha combined stock of 
redemption money will be doubled. 
It is only this character of mouey that

j — issue bonds and pay excessive rates 
of interest, and thia plan to be repea- 
ted tima after tlma, and aa ofkan aa 

our stock needs replenishing. The fact 
is that three men control the world's 
gold maricat, and thay ata oonatantly 
contracting it and shifting values; 
they handle it as the boy who holds 
the string to his toy balloon. 

The "Yard stick argument" is fre 
quently used by men upholding the 
gold standard. They claim that we 
should have a fixed measure fcr val 
ues; that you can not have thia with 
two metals but you can with one, and 
ask how it would qo to hj^.W^ 19*^ 
stick^tnidUiarangi)i, ite.' Thia 

is really no argument, and not a com- 
jiarison at all. It is true that the 
yard stick il a fixed maaaure of length 
and that the dollar or unit is a fixed 
measuae of values, aud the amount 
or quantity ot gold in the dollar is 
fixed; but the value of this gold is not 
fixed, and on the contrary is constant- 
ly increasing iu value, They Jfail to 
make the distinction that while the 
dollar is a measure of value, and the 
yard stick a measure of length, yet 
the dollar is a valuable maaauramant, 
and the yard atick 1« not. In other 
words, the g-.ld in tha dollar is valua- 
ble, aud the wood in tha yard stick is 
not. The raw material in the one is 

Viilnable and t'et'inj; niori/ so all the 
time, aud therefore the manufactured 
product, tha dollar, ia growing more 
valuable, while the raw material of 
the yard stick is practically valueless, 
and always hes been. Beaidea, lha 
<lollar il u.Jcd li ith a.i a measure of 
value.-- aud a mciliuiu ot exchange, 
while the yardstick is only a measure 
of leugtli, and never used as a rueili- 
urn of exchange. It is simjily used 
to measure the cloth, for instance, 
and is never "thrown iu" the bargain, 
and neither adds to nor detracts Iron 
the value of the cloth measureil. A 
yard stick is a tixed measure of length 
but there li no auoh thing as a fixed 
measure ot lengto, but there is no 
such thing as a fixed measure of val- 
ues, or a fixed valua to property. 

In the use of gold as a measure of 
value we see that a oertaiu quantity 
of it will not alwaya measure the val- 
ue of a bushel of wheat. The latter 
may be worth 50 cents today and GO 
cents tomorrow. Tou can't make a 

yard htiok out of a gold dollar In the 
measurement of values. 

A yard stick can not ba t«nl|..red 
vviih and Its honest measurement is 
easily stcured. If gold is fo bi our 
^t:ul(!ard < f values, ii. can shrink or 
exp i id at the pleasure of those who 
are ubht to run a trust on it at auy 
time. They can not run a trust ou 
silver, because it finda ita way into 
every thoroui;hfare of trade, and is 
scattered among the great miss of the 
people, who use it in the millions ot 
their daily tranMotiona, and ia there* 
tore ina'J(•es^il)Ie to the money chang- 
ers for such a purpose. This guurau- 
tees a more itahia atandard of values, 
and a more uniform price ou comnio- 
diiies aud properly ot all kiuUs. A 
gold standard b aul^aot tu contrac- 
tion and expansionnt tha will of those 
who are able to lunk ft up.

Washington, May 7. — iS, 
that the Morgan RothaobydJ 
dicate u^«0Qt{(friiag to corner the>gold 
ll^nrkat, haa bean ragarded aa a can 
ard. It b elairoed to be fact, howev- 
er, that brokers representing this syn- 
dicate have been paying a premium 
fbr the refined gold output of tha pri 
vate refineries throughout the West 
during the last two months, and that 
thay are accumulating fine gold at the 
rate of $2,500,000 to J3,000,000 per 
month. This represents fully two- 
thirds of the entire gold output of the 
United Statt s. The attention of offi- 
cials of the Treasury Department was 
first attracted to the peculiar business 
by the sharp falling off in the depos 
its of gold at the mint, and iD(|uiry 
very soon developed that private par- 
ties were buying the product ot the 
reflneriet. Further imjuiry revealed 
that the metal was purchased and was 
drilling to New York, where it is bt - 
ing put in atore to tha credit of the 
Morgan- Kothschild syndicate. 

Iu order to divert the stream from 
iu naual channala, leading Into the 
iiiteil ."^tatea minta, tha private pur- 
chasers have bean obliged to pay n 
premium of 1-8 to 1-2 cent Th« 
remium paid for most of the goltl 
was 1-8 cent, but so anxious have been 
the buyers to increase their lines and 
get everything insight that they have 
marked up their ijuutatioas during 
the last law daya. At the present 
time they are getting practically the 
entire output ot the Unileil tttatei, 
excepting tor tha astrauM Waatam 

coast. 

Many men in Washiugton and in 
Wall street have jumped to the c on- 
clusion that the fnundatiun is being 
laid for atother bond deal befbra Con- 
gress meets. The la^t Kmd deal of 
8b2,UUO,UUO has been pretty well:' 
•ed out, over Wl.OOO.OOO in gold h«' 
ving been paid OUt of the 804,000,- 
OUO, and it if ganarally believed that 
the entire deal will ba clannad up ba> 
fore the first day of August. 

I iider the terms of contract with 
she Treasury Depaitment, the Morgan 
Kothschild syndicate has an option on 
any new bonds that may be issued by 
the Cioverumcnt prior to Ojioher 1. 
The new bonds are selling t-Hlay iu 
open market at 121^. They [cost the 
syndi.;ate 104^, which would show a 
profit ot seventeen pointa in the ope- 
ration amounting in all to 110,540,- 
000. It would not lie fair to say the 
syndicate made that much out ot the 
operation, but it it vary aafis to aati* 
mate its profits at 8H,000,000. 

The syndicate is hurrying the com 
pletion of ita praaent bond deal with 
the government. It deposited over 
81,0UU,0UU today, which will bring 
the rasarva up to $93,000,000. It will 
not have to complete these payments 
until the 1st of August, but the oper- 
ation may be closed up within 'A few 
weeks. That will laava tha ayndicate 
a free I'.eld.^

.The reporta 'of the .statistical cor- 
respondence to the ofHce this month 
has been unusually large, aud from 
these returns I am justifiable in say- 
ing that the conditiou of all crops haa 
advanced very greatly l|noevJ|he )aat 
jraport. The weaUt,<«r4nn' been fhaOTr 
ior grain an^^fHuiiA of all ktnda 
all ki|MM of iirm work, and 
the farmer is well advanced in spring 
work. Th»pruspects fur better prices 
are mueh better than laat aeaaon, 
ipiit'! i\ nuiiilier of farmers have en- 
i;aged their wheat at threshing time 
at 60 centa a bushel, but many othera 
are holding, and from (iresent prices 
they have good prospects for realizing 
more money. The report for wheat 
one month ago was i)0, today it stands 
at !)!> per cent., an advance of six 
points. The time tor the fly to show 
itselt and for the rust to striite it, is 
Just before ripening, or just before 
harvest. I will buote the remarks 
Irum difiTerent parts of the State. 

From the county of Chriatian Dr. 
Clardy writes; "Had good rains; pros 
pact fur good crops seldom seem bet- 
ter; elegant atand ot young clover, 
was a (>artial failure last year; some 
trouble iiom worms, but not serious 
here yet." From the county of Oar- 
roll: "All farm prospects ere 100 per 
cent, compaitd to l^!l4." From the 
county of Caldwell: "Wheat looks 
well, lob icco beds never looked bet- 
ter; cut wonub very bad; some early 
corn will have to be plauted over." 
From the county of Campbell: "The 
wheat and other grains come out won- 
derfully since last re|)ort; fields that 
looked bare months ago look like they 
wil! make large yields." From ttie 
county of Woodford: "Wheat, rye, 
barly and oats excellent growth; the 
young clover splendid catch." The 
Hon. C. L. Searcy uf Mason county 
wxites: "Frospecta good for all kinds 
of grops; farmers feeling good." From 
the couii*y of Harrison: "Wheat is 
rank aud of tine color; a little spot- 
ted." From the county of Union: 
"Farmers all happy; corn is being put 
iu rapidly; ground in gooil condition; 
weather fine and proipect fbr good 
erap iere never better."

pectH are when the plants get ready 
f or tranaplanting a good crop will be 
sot out If the atreaa of prioea wonid 
be felt aiiywher*', and there was any 
place where they would cn-ate dis 
satisfaction, tbe older eounties wou'd 
be the field, bat phwtera raali^ that 
lelatiTaly Tobaooo ia paying about as 
wall aa aay crop, and the dogre<> of 
their pay dependa now, as ever, on 
their induatry, intdliganea and abili- 
ty.

suitable to its growth, ami the 
chanoea of failure in it are oven less 
than in aome other Important eropa."
